THE  EDITORN'  FAREWELL. 

The  present  number  completes  the  second 
volume  of  the  “  Episcopal  Watchman,”  and 
dissolves  the  connection  which  has  hitherto  ex¬ 
isted  between  it  and  the  undersigned,  as  Edit¬ 
ors.  We  cannot  take  leave  of  an  object  which 
has  engaged  so  many  of  our  most  anxious 
thoughts,  of  the  coiilribuiors  who  by  their  gen¬ 
erous  aid  have  lightened  our  labours  and  our 
cares,  of  the  kind  and  patient  Patrons  fur  whose 
instruction  and  improvement  we  have  laboured 
and  watched  and  prayed,  and  who  have  borne 
with  our  deficiencies  so  meekly,  and  so  cordial¬ 
ly  encouraged  our  better  efforts,  without  deep 
and  painful  emotions  ;  and,  we  take  no  shame 
to  ourselves  for  adding,  without  ”  some  natural 
tears.”  Shall  we  not  bo  allowed,  on  such  an 
occasion,  some  partial  and  feeble  expression  of 
what  we  feel  so  fully  and  so  strongly  ?  May 
we  not  hope  to  be  pardoned,  if,  in  parting  from 
friends  for  whose  best  interests  we  are  sincere¬ 
ly  solicitous,  wc  indulge  ourselves  in  a  few 
words  of  affectionate  parting  admonition  T 
It  is  one  of  the  advantages  by  which  we  are 
reconciled  even  to  the  most  painful  of  **  the 
chances  and  changes  of  this  mortal  life,”  that 
their  tendency  is  to  refer  us  to  first  principles — 
to  lead  us  to  retrace  the  path  which  we  have 
travelled,  and  gather  from  ”  old  experience,” 
“  something  of  prophetic  strain,”  for  the  avoid¬ 
ance  of  future  errors,  the  surmounting  of  future 
obstacles,  the  securing  of  future  advantages. — 
In  the  editorial  introductory  to  our  first  volume, 
wc  declared  the  object  of  our  enterprise  to  be, 
the  dissemination  of  the  truths  and  circulation 
of  the  precepts  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ, 
I/I  and  hp  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ — and 
while  we  disclaimed  from  the  heart  any  inten¬ 
tion  of  condemning  others,  who,  differing  from 
us  must  answer,  not  to  us,  but  to  our  Common 
.Master,  we  pledged  ourselves  steadfastly,  and 
with  all  sincerity  and  plainness,  in  the  strength 
which  God  should  give  us,  to  pursue  the  course 
thus  designated.  We  have  never  seen  the 
slightest  cause  to  regret  this  determination. 
We  have  never  we  lielieve  de|>arted  from  it. 
It  has  been  our  endeavour  plainly  to  declare 
and  to  urge  upon  our  readers  the  great  Chris¬ 
tian  verities,  that  man  is  by  nature  fallen  and 
corrupt,  and  ujterly  incapable  of  reconciling 
himself  to  Go<l,  and  of  renewing  himself  unto 
holiness;  that,  for  the  former,  he  must  rely 
wholly  on  the  atoning  merits  of  the  Divine  Sa¬ 
viour,  Jesus  Christ,  made  his  by  faith,  and  that, 
for  the  latter,  he  must  strive  with  humble  peni¬ 
tence  and  sincere  obedience  to  follow  the  mo¬ 
tions,  and  improve  the  helps,  of  that  preventing 
and  assisting  grace  which,  in  the  gift  of  the  Ho¬ 
ly  Spirit,  Jesus  has  procured  for  us ;  and  that 
all  this  is  to  l>c  done  in  union  with  Him,  through 
the  divinely  instituted  Ministry  and  Sacraments 
of  that  Church  which  lie  has  purchased  with  his 
blood,  and  to  which  alone  the  covenanted  prom¬ 
ises  of  salvation  are  made.  Such  appears  to  us 
the  true  evangelic  doctrine — an.l  upon  this 
foundation  alone,  Jesus  Christ  and  him  crucified, 
the  perfect  Example,  the  divine  Teacher,  the 
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complete  Atoner,  the  procurer  of  the  Holy  Spir¬ 
it,  the  Head  over  all  things  to  the  Church  whtek 
is  his  bodif,  can  the  fatwic  of  Christianity  be 
built  up  in  perfect  symmetry  and  beauty,  and 
stand  in  solid  and  eternal  strength.  They  who 
build  in  any  other  way,  will,  in  the  end,  be 
found  but  “  architects  of  ruin.”  Take  from 
Jesus  his  divinity,  and  from  his  death  its  ato¬ 
ning  merits,  and  you  build  on  the  sand — andj 
when  the  rain  descends,  and  the  floods  come,  | 
and  the  winds  blow,  it  will  fall ;  and  great  will 
be  the  ruin  of  it.  ^parate  the  Gospel  from  the 
Church — lay  your  platform,  and  erect  your  su¬ 
perstructure,  not  according  to  the  perfect  pat¬ 
tern  which  Christ,  and  the  Apostles,  who  knew 
the  mind  of  Christ,  have  lefl,  but  in  accordance 
with  human  art  and  man's  device,  and  you  build 
without  cement — and  when  the  overflowing 
shower  comes,  the  wall,  which  one  built,  and 
others  daubed  with  untempered  mortar,  shall 
fall,  and  a  stormy  wind  shall  rend  it.  It  is  our 
happiness  to  know,  that  while  we  have  been  but 
the  humble  means  of  giving  free  course  to  truths 
which  God’s  word  reveals,  they  have  within  the 
last  two  years  been  more  widely  circulated, 
clearly  understood,  and  confidently  received — 
and  It  is  no  feeble  testimony  to  the  power  of 
truth  to  state,  that,  while  these  great  principles, 
which  constitute  us  Christians  and  Chuhch- 
MEN,  have  been  constantly  urged  by  us,  with 
the  greatest  plainness  of  speech,  the  circulation 
of  our  paper  has  continually  increased,  and  its 
exhibitions  of  doctrine  and  discipline  have  been 
received  and  regarded  by  those  who  cannot  sub¬ 
scribe  to  them,  as  the  convictions  of  honest  men, 
acting  from  a  sense  of  the  most  sacred  duty, 
and  speaking  the  truth,  according  to  their  own 
views  of  it,  undisguisedly,  but  in  love.  We  say 
not  this  as  though  we  had  done  it  of  ourselves — 
for  the  seed  that  we  have  sown  is  God's,  and 
He  has  watered,  and  He  has  given  it  increase — 
but,  that  we  may  put  on  record  an  example  of 
what  we  consider  the  true  Christian  charity, 
and  an  encouiagement  to  all  who  shall,  hereaf¬ 
ter,  in  any  way,  be  set  for  the  defence  of  the 
gospel,  that  they  may  speak  boldly,  as  they 
ought  to  spieak. 

liut  upon  no  determination  do  we  look  back 
with  greater  pleasure,  than  upon  that  which 
pledged  our  paper  to  tlie  extension,  within  the 
Church,  of  the  interests  and  influence  of  Mis¬ 
sions  and  of  Sunday  Schools  ;  nor  is  there  any 
thing  for  which,  as  Christians  and  as  Church¬ 
men,  we  more  heartily  thank  Him,  ”  from 
whom  all  holy  desires,  all  good  couiis<‘ls,  and 
all  just  works  do  proceed,”  than  for  the  love 
and  xeal  >''hich  he  has  kindled  in  the  hearts  of 
our  brethren  for  those  noble  and  benevolent  ob¬ 
jects.  God  be  thanked  that  our  Church  is 
again  be<'oming  what  she  ought  to  he,  a  Mis¬ 
sionary  Church — that  the  spirit  of  the  Apos¬ 
tles  is  again  revived  in  the  Church  which  they 
founded — that  the  American  Church  is  aji- 
proving  herself  to  be  a  worthy  daughter  of  her 
venerable  nursing-mother,  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land  !  It  is  an  evidence  not  to  be  questioned 
that  we  value  the  blessings  which  we  enjoy, 
that  we  are  anxious  to  extend  them  to  others. 
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It  is  the  testimony  which  Jesus  himself  will 
accept,  that  we  love  God,  that  we  love  our 
brother  also.  We  hail  it  as  the  most  certain 
mark  of  the  divine  favour — as  the  earnest  and 
sure  pledge  that  the  gracious  promises  of  God 
shall  all  be  fulfilled,  and  the  kingdoms  of  this 
world  become  the  Lord’s,  and  his  Christ’s. 
Hasten  it,  Ix>rd,  in  thine  own  time  1  Let  ours 
be  the  comfort,  as  thine  shall  ever  be  the 
glory,  of  aiding,  however  humbly,  in  its  blessed 
accomplishment ! 

In  resigning  our  editorial  charge,  it  seems  to 
be  our  decided  duty,  as  it  is  our  unqualified 
pleasure,  to  express  to  those  who,  by  their  val¬ 
uable  communications  have  enriched  our  pages, 
our  hearty  thanks,  and  to  add,  the  earnest  hope 
that  they  may  not  hereafter  withhold  from  the 
paper  their  work  and  labour  that  proceedeth  oj 
lore.  To  our  gifted  correspondent  11.,  who  on 
former  occasions  has  been  so  often  the  Corinthi¬ 
an  capital  of  our  poetical  column,  we  are  most 
bounden  ;  and  it  will  ever  be  our  pride  to  re¬ 
member,  that  some  of  the  most  popular  produc¬ 
tions  of  her  graceful  pen,  have  been  given  to  the 
world  under  our  auspices.  We  need  scarcely 
say  that  it  is  to  the  Rev.  Mk.  Wheaton,  Rec¬
